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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "23" has been used to indicate different parts with the 
same reference character. Moreover, the reference character "23" (which is right next 
to the conductive wires 18 and 19) is not mentioned in the description. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, lines 13 and 14, "a metallic housing onto a mold by soldering at the 
connection thereof cannot be understood as to what "the connection" refers to; and line 
15, "terminal" should be corrected to -terminals-. 

In claim 7, "the terminal section of the isolation mount is rolled Into thread like 
and exposed at the exterior of the insulated rubber mount" cannot be understood as to 
how the isolation mount is rolled into "thread like." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wang (US '944) in view of Cheney (US '177) or Tsao et al. (US '902). 

Wang (figs. 2-5) discloses the same filter structure except the positive and 
negative conductive wires covered with an isolation mount and an insulated rubber 
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mount. Note that Wang shows the positive and negative terminals 121, 122 are 
connected to the positive and negative electrode/conductor 6. 

Cheney (fig. 1) discloses signal wires 22 covered with an isolation mount 26 and 
an insulated rubber mount 28 to suppress electromagnetic interference. 

Tsao et al. (fig. 2) also discloses a pair of signal transmission lines 13 covered 
with an isolation mount 15 and an insulated rubber mount 17 for good shielding and low 
manufacturing cost. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use conductive 
wires covered with isolation mount and insulated rubber mount instead of a bare 
conductors in the device of Wang to suppress electromagnetic interference as taught by 
Cheney (see abstract) or for good shielding/low manufacturing cost as taught by Tsao 
et al. (col. 1 , lines 45-47 and col. 2, line 24-35). 

The method claim 4 is implicit from the modified device of Wang. It should be 
noted that using a mold for soldering connection is well known in the art. 

Claim 7 cannot be given any patentable weight since it is unclear as to what 
would considered as "rolled into thread like" (see 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection 
above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 6 are would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion
